TOWN OF WOLFEBORO, NEW HAMPSHIRE 
INTERIM GROWTH MANAGEMENT ORDINANCE 





1. Authority 


This ordinance is enacted pursuant to authority granted by 
NH RSA 674:23. 


The Interim _ Growth Management Ordinance (IGMO) is 
intended to promote the orderly development of land within 


the Town and to promote the public health, safety, and wel- 
fare of the residents of the Town. 


2. Findings of Fact 

The NH Office of Energy and Planning projected growth 
rates for 1990 to 1999 at 9.4%. The growth rate, as docu- 
mented by the US Census, shows an increase in population 
of 26.5% in Wolfeboro for the period of 1990 to 2000. The 
Town's 1996 Master Plan, with its population projections 
based on the NH Office of Energy and Planning projections, 
did not anticipate the level of growth the Town is currently 
experiencing. 


In_addition, the 2005 population projection from the NH 
Office of Energy and Planning is 6,620, an 8.8% increase 
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since the 2000 Census. The 2005 in-house population pro- 
jection is 7,590. The under estimating of the Town’s popula- 
tion, as demonstrated by the discrepancy in both the 1990- 
2000 growth rates and the current population projections, 
has _ and continues to weaken the Town’s effort to compre- 


hensively plan for the infrastructure, municipal services and 
schools. 


The 1996 Master Plan identified the following deficiencies in 
sewer and water: 


Water System Deficiencies - The Town’s water system has 
had a problem with major system leaks, water system 
bleeds, and meter errors. As of 1993, these problems had 
resulted in a loss of approximately 360,000 gallons per 
day in “unaccounted for” water or approximately 54 per- 
cent of average daily demand. Recent and proposed 
improvements are designed to reduce this leakage to 15 
to 20 percent of average daily demand which is typical of 
most municipal water systems. 


Water Treatment Capacity - If the “unaccounted for’ water 
problem is reduced to 20 percent of average daily 
demand, it is estimated that the Town would have the 
capacity to handle the projected water flows through the 
year 20173. 





Sewer System Deficiencies - The Town’s sewer system 
has _an inflow and infiltration problem which forces ground 
and stormwater into the system and taxes the capacity of 
the sewage treatment plant, particularly during the spring 


months when the inflow and infiltration problem is at its 
worse. 


Sewer Treatment Capacity - Under current conditions, the 
Town’s sewer treatment facility has excess capacity of 
approximately 43,856 to 65,000 gallons per day. This 
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capacity is restricted by the Town’s spraying permits and the 
storage capacity of the wastewater storage pond. This 
capacity is equivalent to the average daily demand created 
by 97 to 144 three-bedroom homes. 


To Date the town has not adequately funded the elimination 
of known deficiencies set forth in the 1996 Master Plan _or 
built capacity in the sewer and water systems to accommo- 
date new development and greater than expected popula- 
tion growth. _Capacity in these systems is essential to pro- 
mote economic development and zoning districts based _on 
the availability of infrastructure. 


Unanticipated population growth coupled with the Town’s 
failure to adequately invest in maintenance, repair, replace- 
ment and upgrade of its infrastructure has caused a serious 
degradation of the infrastructure to the point where it is now 
inadequate to meet the needs of Town's existing population 
much less its projected growth. This dichotomy has resulted 
in_ the State of New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services imposing moratoriums on any new 
connection to our sewer system and any significant new 
connections to our water system. 


Changes in the total population of Wolfeboro have affected 
land use consumption, population density, demands on com- 
munity facilities and services, as well as traffic patterns. 
Changes in the composition of the population by age have 
impacted the type of housing demand exerted on the com- 
munity, the type of specialized services needed by an aging 


population, and the regional and local growth related 
demand for school facilities. 


There has been a dramatic increase in subdivision activities 
in the last two years. This is borne out by the following sta- 
tistics: 
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e In the 60 months from 1999 through 2003, the 
Planning Board approved 58 new lots & condomini- 
ums. 

e Since the start of 2004, approximately 24 months, 
the Planning Board has received applications for 
and approved 159 new lots and condominiums. 





Development in the areas of wetlands and steep slopes is 
causing the fragmentation of wildlife habitats, and the exist- 
ing Master Plan does not inventory with sufficient detail and 
prioritize remaining undeveloped areas for conservation. 


The current state imposed moratoriums on sewer and water 
may shift the development pressures to the rural part of the 
community. The more development occurs in the outlying 
areas of the community, response times for police, fire and 
medical emergency calls may lengthen. Factors affecting 
this include the physical layout of the community, such as 
Lake Winnipesaukee, Crescent Lake, Rust Pond and Lake 
Wentworth which bisect significant portions of the Town. 


Based on all of the foregoing, and especially mindful of the 
continuing influx of development proposals, the current 
NHDES Administrative Order imposing a moratorium on the 
Municipal Sewer System, and the current NHDES moratori- 
um_on municipal water line extensions and major hook-ups, 
the Planning Board now finds that unusual circumstances 
reguiring prompt attention exist within the meaning of RSA 
674:23, | which will allow the Planning Board to propose an 


Interim Growth Management Ordinance for the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 


3. The purpose of said ordinance shall be to: 
Promote the orderly development of land within the Town 


and to promote the public health, safety, and welfare of the 
residents of the Town; 
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Allow time for completion of updating the town’s Capital 
Improvements Program, development of an Impact Fee 
Ordinance and _ updating the 1996 Master Plan to reflect 
correct and current local and regional data under RSA 
674:2, lla; 





Develop a future land use chapter that translates the vision 
statements into physical terms. Based on a study of popula- 
tion, economic activity, and natural, historic, and cultural 
resources, it shall show existing conditions and the pro- 
posed location, extent, and intensity of future land use as 
required by RSA 674:2. Il_a; and 


4. Standards: 

Subdivisions and Multifamily Housing 

Under this _interim_ordinance, the Planning Board shall not 
accept applications for residential subdivisions or for multi- 
family site plan review. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, applications for the following 
are exempt from the limitations of this ordinance when oth- 
erwise allowed by the Town of Wolfeboro Land Use 
Regulations: 
A. Boundary Line Adjustments that do not create new 
building lots. 
B. Developments for bona-fide permanent Affordable 
Nonprofit Housing for the Elderly and Affordable 
Nonprofit Workforce Housing. 


Building Permits Not Limited 
This interim ordinance will not affect the issuance of building 
permits for the following: 

A. Nonresidential construction. 

B. Lots lawfully created prior to March 15, 2006. 


C. Lots included on subdivision plans recorded prior 
to March 15, 2006. 
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D. Lots or sites on any subdivision or site plan appli- 
cation which has been accepted by the Planning 
Board for consideration prior to March 15, 2006. 

E. Lots or sites on any subdivision or site plan that 
has been approved by the Planning Board prior to 
March 15, 2006 and remains in compliance with 
RSA 674:39. 

F. No building permits shall be issued for the con- 
struction of dwellings on other lots except for the 


construction of affordable housing as defined in 
section 3, above. 





5. Administrative Procedures 


The Planning Board is hereby authorized to establish 
administrative procedures necessary to implement 
this ordinance. All such procedures shall be posted. 


6. Appeals and Variances 
Appeals and variances shall be handled in accor- 
dance with the Town of Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance. 


7. Conflicts 


Where the provisions of this ordinance conflict with 
the provisions of any other ordinance or regulation 


the more restrictive provisions which impose the high- 
er standard shall control. 


8. Severability 
Should any part of this ordinance be held invalid or 
unconstitutional by a court, such holding shall not 
affect, impair, or invalidate any other part of this oral- 
nance, and to such end, all articles, sections, and 


provisions of this ordinance are declared to be sever- 
able. 
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9. Adoption and Amendment 
This interim growth management ordinance may be 


adopted or amended in accordance with the proce- 
dures set forth in RSA 674:23. 


10. Effective Date 


This interim growth management ordinance becomes effec- 


tive upon adoption and shall remain in effect until 11:59 p.m. 
March 14, 2007. 





The effective date of this ordinance shall be upon its adop- 
tion at the March 14, 2006 Town Meeting, and, notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of RSA 676:12, |, the ordinance shall have 
no _preclusive effect prior to its adoption. The Wolfeboro 
Planning Board’s purpose in so limiting the preclusive effect 
of the ordinance is to avoid any effect that the ordinance 
would otherwise have unless and until it is adopted by a 
vote of the Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 4 as proposed by the Planning Board as an amendment 
to the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance by 
amending the definition section of the Wolfeboro Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance to include the following changes and 
to amend 

ARTICLE IVA, Overlay District: Affordable Nonprofit 
Housing for the Elderly of the Wolfeboro Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance to permit Affordable Nonprofit Workforce 
Housing (additions are shown in italics and underline and 
deletions are shown with st#ke-out): 


Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing: Housing develop- 
ment(s) constructed or rehabilitated to be affordable for rent 


or purchase solely by individuals or households whose 
incomes are less than 120% of the Area Median Household 


Income as published by the US Department of Housing and 
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Urban Development (USHUD)for Carroll County. 
Developments must reserve a minimum of 70% of their units 
for low and/or very low income households as defined by the 
USHUD._ Affordable nonprofit workforce housing may 
include single family dwellings, duplex dwellings, and multi- 
family dwellings. 


The terms used above are as defined by the USHUD and 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance. 


The rental units shall be owned by a recognized affordable 
housing organization which shall be responsible for property 
management, including, but not limited to, tenant income 
means testing. 


The residential units available for sale shall be encumbered 


by the necessary deed restriction/covenant that preserves 
the long-term affordability of the unit in accordance with the 
funding source requirements and designates a recognized 
affordable housing organization to monitor affordability com- 
pliance. 


A recognized affordable housing organization shall mean an 
entity recognized as an Internal Revenue Service Code 
501(c)(3) organization established for the principal purpose 
of providing workforce housing in accordance with the 
Town’s definition of Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing. 


Zoning Ordinance: 

ARTICLE IVA, Overlay District: Affordable Nonprofit 
Housing for the Elderly and Affordable Nonprofit 
Workforce Housing 

[Added 3-11-2003 ATM by Art. 4; amended 3-9-2004 ATM 
by Art. 2] 
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§ 175-27.1. Applicability of other regulations. 

Where specific development requirements are addressed in 
this article, they shall supersede any other Town regulation. 
Where specific development requirements are not 
addressed in this article, the most stringent of any other 
Town regulation shall apply. Affordable nonprofit workforce 
housing shall also comply with the then current require- 
ments established by the US Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


§ 175-27.2. Districts permitted by special exception. 
Affordable nonprofit housing for the elderly and affordable 
nonprofit workforce housing are permitted by special excep- 
tion in the following districts: 

A. General Residential 1 and 2 (GR1 and GR2); 

B. Commercial 2 Greater Downtown Area (C2 GDA). 


§ 175-27.3. Density and Phasing. 

A. C2 GDA, GR1 and GR2 Zoning Districts: For lots 
which are served by both municipal water and sewer the 
density shall not exceed four units per acre. For any other 
lot the density shall not exceed two units per acre or as 
required by High Intensity Soil Survey standards for multi- 
family housing (See Subdivision Regulations), whichever is 
fess fewer. 


Affordable Nonprofit Workforce Housing projects shall be 
phased so that Town wide no more than forty (40) dwelling 
units shall be permitted_in any one calendar year. 


§ 175-27.4. Lot requirements. 
All dimensional requirements of the individual district shall 
apply. 


§ 175-27.5. Parking requirements. 
A. In the GR1 and GR2 Districts, parking areas and 
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accessways are permitted within the side and rear yards. 
They shall be no closer than 10 feet te from any property 
line and shall be screened from view of abutting properties. 
B. In all districts, the parking requirements shall be 
established by the requirements of Article XXII, Off-Street 
Parking and Loading Requirements.

ARTICLE 6: To see whether the Town will vote to amend 
the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance to add the 
following new section (submitted by petition) (Not recom- 
mended by the Planning Board): 


The amendment seeks to add _ an overlay district, so-called, 
applying to property owned by Fred Antonucci and/or Gail 
Antonucci known as 1031 Center Street a/k/a _ property 
described on the Town Tax records as Map 71, Lot 5, so as 
to permit Fred Antonucci and his heirs, successors and 
assigns to operate an earth excavation business on and 
upon said property to remove said materials from said prop- 
erty providing said excavation and removal is done in com- 
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pliance with State regulations with the State of New 
Hampshire but not the Town of Wolfeboro as they apply to 
earth excavation operations and to permit Fred Antonucci to

1. That no excavation be permitted within 100 feet of any

3. That earth excavation activities shall only occur between 
8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. Monday through Friday and if a 
legally recognized holiday should occur during said time 
period that no such operations shall occur on any legal 
holiday, and 

4, That natural vegetation as it presently exists not be 
removed within 100 feet of any non-consenting abutter’s 
property. 


The intent of this amendment is to provide for the ability of 
Fred Antonucci and his heirs, successors and assigns to 
use the property in_a fashion that it has been used for an 
extended period of time with limitations so as not impact 
upon abutters.

ARTICLE 8: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of six hundred twelve thousand dollars 
($612,000) for the purpose of addressing a portion of the 
infiltration/inflow problems within the sewer collection sys- 
tem as described in the Wright-Pierce report dated 
September 2004, said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
state or private funds made available therefor; and in accor- 
dance with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to 
authorize the issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding six 
hundred thousand dollars ($600,000) for said purpose, and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose; 
and further to authorize the sum of twelve thousand dollars

Services, said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or 
private funds made available therefor; and in accordance 
with RSA Chapter 33, the Municipal Finance Act, to autho- 
rize the issuance of bonds or notes not exceeding six hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($600,000) for said purpose, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes, and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon and the maturity and other terms for this purpose;

ARTICLE 11: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of three hundred forty three thou- 
sand eight hundred seven dollars ($343,807) to reimburse 
the State of New Hampshire for the replacement of the Town 
water and sewer line at the Smith River Bridge, said sum to 
be in addition to any federal, state or private funds made 
available therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
the Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of 
bonds or notes not exceeding three hundred thirty three 
thousand eight hundred seven dollars ($333,807) for said 
purpose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue

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The purpose of this petition is to further protect, enhance, 
and maintain the scenic beauty of Wolfeboro by including 
Sewall Road as a Scenic Road. (Submitted by Petition) 


ARTICLE 25: Are you in favor of directing the Board of 
Selectmen to adopt a Policy which must send out to Public 
Advertised Sealed Bid, prior to any verbal or written agree- 
ments existing or future, on any proposals or requests to 
lease the Town Water Tower, Poor Farm Hill/Abenaki, or any 


_ other Town Owned Property which would specifically be 
' considered for the Commercial Use of Wireless 


Communication Services, thus enabling the Town to recruit 
the highest and best offer in the interest of the residents and 
taxpayers of Wolfeboro? Per RSA 39:3. (Submitted by 
Petition) 


ARTICLE 26: Whereas the Wolfeboro Electric power plant 
is no longer supplying electricity due to the rewiring and volt- 
age upgrade of the Town in 2005 and said plant has been 
approved for Decommissioning by the Board of Selectmen, 
and because under such circumstances the Wolfeboro 
Electric Department is no longer a generator of electricity as 
defined by the Public Utilities Commission, this warrant 
directs the Board of Selectmen to: 1) Establish a Citizen

MINUTES, FEBRUARY 8, 2005 
DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
AND 
MARCH 8, 2005 ELECTIONS 


The first session was held at the Kingswood Regional 
High School auditorium on February 8, 2005. Moderator 
Randy Walker called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M., and 
introduced the Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, Town 
Clerk, Budget Committee members and the Department 
Heads. He then explained the rules and procedures he 
would be following for this meeting. The Moderator 
announced that Articles 1, the election of town officials and 2 
through 6, which are the Planning and Zoning amendments, 
will be voted upon at the March 8, 2005 election being held 
at the All Saints Episcopal Church on South Main Street. 

ARTICLE 7: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one million thirty thousand dollars 
($1,030,000) for the reconstruction of Sewall Road; said sum 
to be in addition to any federal, state or private funds made 
available therefor; and in accordance with RSA Chapter 33, 
the Municipal Finance Act, to authorize the issuance of bonds 
or notes not exceeding one million dollars ($1,000,000) for 
said purpose, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes, and to determine 
the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms 
for this purpose; and further to authorize the sum of thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000) to be utilized for any interest pay- 
ment during 2005. (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The 
Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for discus- 
sion on Article 7 and seeing none, declared that Article 7 
would appear on the ballot as submitted. The final vote on 
March 8, 2005 was 519 Yes and 683 No. Article 7 was 
defeated.

Mr. Shurtleff explained the amendment. The Moderator 


called for a second on the Motion to amend. Motion second- 
ed. The Town Manager was recognized by the Moderator 
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and spoke against the amendment giving the background of 
the Article and its purpose. Several spoke for and against 
the amendment. A motion was made to terminate debate 
and to move the question. Motion seconded. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the amendment. Voice 
vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the 
amendment defeated. The Moderator called for further dis- 
cussion on Article 9 and recognized Suzanne Ryan who 
made the following amendment to add: “This warrant article 
is not only for Stump Dump Closure, it also includes a negoti- 
ated agreement between the Selectmen and Wolfeboro Oil to 
facilitate Wolfeboro Oil to purchase 24 acres for $25,000, 
(minus the Stump Dump), to site their Railroad Ave storage 
tank operations at the Wickers Drive Business Park and 
included, a Town road is to be built plus cost of utilities, cost 
of road to be reimbursed by Wolfeboro Oil” Motion seconded. 
The Moderator called for discussion on the amendment 
and recognized Select-person, Shirley Ganem who spoke 
against the amendment and explained the background and 
how the Town of Wolfeboro will benefit from this transaction 
and urged the voters to vote against this amendment. The 
Moderator recognized Francis Blodgett who also urged the 
voters to vote down this amendment. Further discussion fol- 
lowed and the motion was made to terminate debate. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the amendment.

poses set forth therein totaling $18,250,3702 Should this 
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article be defeated the operating budget shall be $ 
16,614,606, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by the previous action of the Town or 
by law; or the governing body may hold one special meet- 
ing, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up 
the issue of a revised operating budget only. The Moderator 
read Article 10 in its entirety and announced that John Burt 
would be doing a power point presentation on the contents 
of the 2005 Budget. After the presentation, the Moderator 
recognized Select-person, Shirley Ganem who made the fol- 
lowing amendment: “I would like to amend the bottom line 
of this budget by adding $7500 to the total. This amount is 
to be given to assist the Wright Museum for the year 2005.” 
Motion seconded. Mrs. Ganem spoke to the amendment, 
explaining that the Board of Selectmen had put the $7500 in 
the Budget and the Budget Committee removed it, and felt 
that this facility is a benefit to this town, both economically 
and educationally. Mrs. Ganem urged the voters to vote for 
this amount to be added to the budget. The Moderator then 
recognized John Frank, a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Wright Museum. Mr. Frank explained why the 
Museum needed this appropriation. The Moderator then 
recognized Jerry Thayer who felt that if the Town approved 
this appropriation for the Museum, then every non-profit 
group would be coming to the town for money and it could 
get out of hand. Motion was made and seconded to termi- 
nate debate. The Moderator then asked for a voice vote on 
the amendment. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the amount of $7500 would be added to 
the Budget figure making the total of $18, 257,870 to be 
appropriated. The Moderator asked for further discussion 
on Article 10 and recognized Suzanne Ryan who made the 
following amendment: “To reduce line 49309:730 $200,000 
in the Electric Department Capital Outlay for a cell tower to 
zero —O-, and further to reduce Warrant Article #10 bottom 
line to $18, 057,870.” Motion seconded for discussion. The 
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Moderator recognized Mrs. Ryan who spoke to the amend- 
ment. The Moderator recognized Town Manager, Paul 
Skowron, who spoke against the amendment and presented 
information on the location, benefits, etc., and asked that 
Rob Houseman, Town Planner, who has been working with 
this project for sometime, Philip Morrill, Fire Chief and Brian 
Black, Acting Police Chief, speak to the audience. The 
Moderator recognized Rob Houseman who gave the back- 
ground of the project and its purpose, and then recognized 
Chief Morrill who explained the necessity of having radio 
contact within the outlying areas of town where, now, there 
have been problems during emergencies. Chief Black was 
then recognized and reiterated what Chief Morrill had said 
and explained that the safety of the citizens in Wolfeboro 
was priority and if radio contact is limited, then it is a big 
issue. This tower would certainly be an asset for safety. 
Further discussion followed. A motion was made and sec- 
onded to terminate debate. The Moderator asked for a 
voice vote on the amendment. The results of the voice vote 
was unclear, so the Moderator asked for the showing of vot- 
ing cards. The results were, 24 yes and 51 no. The 
Moderator announced that the amendment failed. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion on Article 10 and 
seeing none, declared that the article would appear on the 
ballot as amended. The vote on March 8, 2005 was 566 
Yes and 629 No. Article 10 was defeated and the Town will 
now operate on the default budget for 2005. The total 
amount appropriated was $16,614,606. 

ARTICLE 11: To see whether the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of ninety three thousand dollars 
($93,000) for the purchase of a new sidewalk plow; said 
sum of ninety three thousand dollars ($93,000) to be funded 
from the public works department vehicle and equipment 
capital reserve fund. (Recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen)(Recommended by the Budget Committee) The 
Moderator read Article 11 in its entirety and called for discus- 
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sion on the article. The Moderator recognized Suzanne 
Ryan who made the following amendment: “Delete $93,000 
dollars (after the words withdrawal of) and add $2,627 plus 
interest and add (after Capital Reserve) to offset such 
expenditure” Motion seconded for discussion. A lengthy dis- 
cussion followed. After several comments made in the dis- 
cussions, Mrs. Ryan withdrew her amendment and offered 
another amendment, which would add: “(after the word 
plow) “The new plow will be in addition to the existing side- 
walk plow,” Seconded for discussion. Discussion followed. 
The Moderator called for further discussion on the amend- 
ment and seeing none called for a voice vote on the pro- 
posed amendment. The voice vote was in the negative and 
the Moderator declared the amendment defeated. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion on Article 11 and rec- 
ognized Suzanne Ryan who made the following amend- 
ment, “to add: The purpose is to maintain the existing route 
and not intended for expansion of service presently given.” 
Motion seconded for discussion. A motion was made to 
amend the Article to read: “To see whether the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety three thou- 
sand dollars ($93,000) for the purchase of a new sidewalk 
plow.” Motion seconded for discussion. The Moderator 
called for discussion on the Article as amended and seeing 
none called for a vote on the Article as amended. Voice 
vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared that 
Article 11 would appear on the ballot as amended. The 
final vote on March 8, 2005 was 871 Yes and 349 No. 
Article 11 passed. 

ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
completely that portion of Mill Road, so-called, running from 
Haines Hill Road to Route 28 shown as Map 86, Lot 9, on 
the Wolfeboro Tax Map. The Moderator read Article 12 in its 
entirety and called for discussion on the Article and recog- 
nized Peter Cole, who explained the background of the 
Article. The Moderator called for further discussion and see-

' ing none, declared that Article 12 would appear on the ballot 


as submitted. The final vote on March 8, 2005 was 943 Yes 
and 177 No. The Article passed. 

ARTICLE 13: Are you in favor of the adoption of this arti- 
cle as proposed by the Board of Selectmen as an amend- 
ment to the Code of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 
by creating a new code for the regulation of parking in 
municipally owned or controlled parking lots. 

Use of Municipal Parking Lots 

Application of this Article. 

The restrictions contained in this Article shall apply to all 
parking lots owned, occupied, or controlled by the Town of 
Wolfeboro except when and to the extent such restrictions 
are waived in conjunction with a temporary event or function 
sanctioned by the Town. Each of the lots covered by this 
Article is hereinafter sometimes referred to as a “Lot”. 

Restrictions: 

No commercial motor vehicle shall be parked in any Lot 
for more than 24 consecutive hours and no non-commercial 
motor vehicles shall be parked in any Lot for more than 
seven consecutive days.. 

2. No motor vehicle shall be parked in a Lot for the 
purpose of displaying it “For Sale”. 

3. No unregistered or uninspected motor vehicle shall 
be parked or stored in any Lot. 

4. No Lot shall be used for the servicing or repair of 
any motor vehicle or any other personal property not 
owned by the Town of Wolfeboro. 

Penalties for Violation; Impoundment: 

1. The penalties for violation of the provisions of this 
Article are a fine of twenty-five dollars ($25) for the 
first violation and a fine of fifty dollars ($50) for each 
subsequent violation. 

2. After due notice to the registered owner, a vehicle 
which has three (3) or more outstanding violations, if 
found within the jurisdictional bounds of the Town of 
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Wolfeboro, shall be towed and impounded at the owner’s 
risk and expense. Evidence that said notice was sent to 
the registered owner’s last known address as shown on 
the records of the New Hampshire Motor Vehicle Division 
shall constitute due notice. The custodian shall release 
the impounded vehicle only upon authorization of the 
Police Department or the Southern Carroll County District 
Court. Neither the Town, the towing agency, nor the cus- 
todian of said vehicle shall be liable for any damages 
incurred as a result of said towing or impoundment. The 
Moderator read Article 13 in its entirety and called for dis- 
cussion on the Article and recognized Allen Burgoyne 
who made the following amendment under RESTRIC- 
TIONS, No 1, by adding after days: “or in either case, 
such shorter period as may be provided by any other ordi- 
nance.” Motion seconded for discussion. The Moderator 
called for discussion on Article 13 and seeing none, 
declared that the Article would appear on the ballot as 
amended. The final vote on March 8, 2005 was 1000 Yes 
and 184 No. 

ARTICLE 14: Shall the voters of the Town of Wolfeboro 
vote to rescind and abolish the Wolfeboro Police 
Commission pursuant to New Hampshire R.S.A. 105-C: 7 to 
be effective upon passage of this article. (Submitted by 
Petition) The Moderator read Article 14 in its entirety and 
called for discussion and recognized Allen Burgoyne who 
made the amendment to change the June 30, 2005 date to 
“upon passage of this Article’. Motion seconded for discus- 
sion. The Moderator called for discussion on Article 14 as 
amended and seeing none, declared that Article 14 would 
appear on the ballot as amended. The final vote on March 
8, 2005 was 605 yes and 603 No. Article 14 was defeated. 
A request for a recount was received. The recount was held 
on March 17, 2005 and the results of that recount reversed 
the vote with 602 Yes and 605 No, therefore, Article 14 did 
not pass.

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to enter into a boundary line adjustment 
with the owners of Tax Map 229, Lot 28 (James and Gail 
Doherty) to resolve a title problem along the edge of Pointe 
Sewall Road at the location where the Dohertys’ home 
encroaches approximately 6.8 feet into the right-of-way (but 
located more than 30 feet from the existing paved roadway), 
upon payment by the Dohertys to the Town of Wolfeboro the 
fair market value of the land area being acquired by the 
Dohertys (approximately 750 square feet, or 0.017 acre). 
The Dohertys shall assume all surveying and recording 
costs such that there is no cost to the Wolfeboro taxpayers. 
The purpose of this article is to allow the Dohertys to keep 
their home where it is, and not require them to tear down a 
portion of their family room addition, which was mistakenly 
constructed a few feet into the Pointe Sewall Road right-of- 
way corridor.

MINUTES OF THE 
DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
AUGUST 9, 2005 
AND 
SPECIAL ELECTION, 
SEPTEMBER 13, 2005 


The Moderator, Randy Walker, called the Deliberative 
Session to order at 7:00 P.M. He introduced the members of 
the Budget Committee, Board of Selectmen, Town Manager, 
Town Clerk and Tim Bates, Bond Counsel for the Town. The 
Moderator announced the purpose of the meeting and 
explained the rules and procedures that would be followed 
for tonight’s session. He announced that he had already 
been presented with approximately six (6) amendments on 
Article 1 and then went on to further explain the procedure 
for anyone wishing to make an amendment. The Moderator 
also announced that a petition had been filed with him 
requiring voting to be done by balloting. 

ARTICLE 1: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two million five hundred thousand 
dollars ($2,500,000) for the purpose of purchasing, or 
acquiring by eminent domain, certain real property to be 
used for the disposal of treated effluent from the Town’s 
waste water treatment plant, and also for the purpose of 
developing said real property to accommodate the disposal 
of treated effluent, said sum to be in addition to any federal, 
state or private funds that may also be made available for 
these purposes. The real property to be acquired consists 
of three (3) contiguous parcels owned by the Dianne P. 
Quinby Revocable Trust with a total combined area of 
approximately ninety-three (93) acres, located generally off 
Route 109A, Pine Hill Road, and identified in the Town’s 
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records as Tax Map 161, Lots 15 & 16, and Tax Map 175, 
Lot 11. Further to authorize the issuance of not more than 
two million five hundred thousand dollars ($2,500,000) of 
bonds or notes for these purposes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, 
and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and nego- 
tiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of inter- 
est, maturity and other terms of such borrowing. 
(Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) (3/5 vote 
required) The Moderator read Article 1 in its entirety and 
recognized Selectman Linda Murray who explained the pur- 
pose of this Article, explaining that the Board of Selectmen 
met with a representative from the State of New Hampshire 
DES, who stated that the Town must acquire new land 
immediately and thereafter, the Town accelerated its effort to 
acquire land. The other four Selectmen also spoke to the 
Article explaining the options they had considered for 
addressing the problem. Tim Bates, Bond Council explained 
the eminent domain process. The Moderator recognized 
Town Manager, Paul Skowron who explained the tax rate 
impact. After a lengthy discussion, the Moderator recog- 
nized Mr. Dietzer who made the following amendment: 
“Should the aforementioned warrant article be passed, the 
Selectmen shall be directed, per this vote, to adopt the fol- 
lowing: The current upgrade cost and future upgrades to the 
wastewater system be shared 50/50 with the system-users 
paying one-half and the remaining taxpayers paying one- 
half.” Motion seconded by Curt Pike for discussion. A 
lengthy discussion followed. A motion was made and sec- 
onded to terminate debate, with the vote being unanimous. 
The Moderator read the proposed amendment and desig- 
nated various people to go to the voters with the ballots and 
ballot boxes. He instructed the voters to hold up their voting 
card to receive the ballot and to vote either yes if you are in 
favor of the amendment or no if you are opposed to the 
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amendment. The results of the ballot vote, was 65 Yes and 
120 No. The Moderator declared the Amendment defeated. 

A motion to amend was made by Suzanne Ryan to add, 
Article | would stay the same as presented but would like to 
add to the end of it, “the total project costs are estimated, 
as the land purchase price has not been established or 
agreed upon between the landowner and the Town. The 
Town’s appraisal is $245,000 while the landowner’s price is 
$2,075,000 (two million seventy-five thousand). The above 
plan is short-term solution and further work in funding will be 
needed to lift the sewer hookup moratorium and to find a 
solution. If the above total sum is voted, the Selectmen, at 
their discretion, may allocate amounts for this project as 
they see the need and are not restricted by the above 
amounts.” Amendment seconded by Steve Young for dis- 
cussion. A lengthy discussion followed. The question has 
been called and the Moderator asked for a show of voting 
cards for and against. The amendment was defeated. The 
Moderator recognized Robert Simoneau who questioned the 
intent of the prior motion or the prior amendment clarifying 
the $245,000 and the $2,000,000. He said “if you remove 
that last sentence, and put that back, | would move that as 
an amendment.” Amendment seconded. The Moderator 
Clarified the proposed amendment. Article | stays just as it 
is, we add to the end, that the total project costs are estimat- 
ed as the land purchase price has not been established with 
the Town saying that it is worth $245,000, the landowner 
saying it is worth $2,075,000. The above plan is a short- 
term solution and further work and funding will be needed to 
lift the sewer hookup moratorium and find a long-term solu- 
tion. “ The Moderator asked for any discussion on the pro- 
posed amendment and recognized Selectman Ganem. Mrs. 
Ganem stated that, "Actually, this amendment, all it does is 
tell the Selectmen that if you want to pay a million dollars for 
the land and maybe not do the ice crystallization, you can do 
that and feel that it too should be voted down” The 
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Moderator asked for further discussion and seeing none, 
asked for a voice vote on the proposed amendment. The 
vote was unclear so the Moderator called for voting with the 
cards. The results of the card voting was 40 yes and 96 no. 
The Moderator declared the proposed amendment defeated. 
The Moderator asked for further discussion and recognized 
Attorney McLetchie who moved to amend Article | by insert- 
ing the sum of a zero instead of the two and a half million 
dollars” Motion seconded for discussion. Discussion fol- 
lowed. The Moderator asked for further discussion and see- 
ing none, called for a voice vote on the amendment. The 
voice vote defeated the amendment. The final vote on 
September 13, 2005 was 920 Yes and 784 No. The Article 
failed having only received a 53% vote. 

Article 2: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to enter into a long-term lease with 
Green Mountain Realty Corporation, its successors and 
assigns, for a period including any renewal or extensions not 
to exceed thirty (30) years, upon such terms and conditions 
as the Selectmen shall deem to be in the best interests of 
the town. The property to be leased by the town is a portion 
of the town’s property located on 46 Filter Bed Road and 
identified as Tax Map 189, Lot 8. The lease will allow the 
construction of a radio communication tower together with 
associated transmission lines, equipment shelters and the 
like, and will include easements reasonably required to 
implement the proposed use such as easements to provide 
access and utilities to the site of the tower. The estimated 
size of the area to be leased is six thousand four hundred 
(6,400) square feet, but the authority granted hereunder 
shall extend to such larger portion of the parcel as the 
Selectman shall deem to be reasonably required to imple- 
ment the proposed use. Further, to also authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into long-term lease-back agreements, 
upon such terms and conditions as the Selectmen shall 
deem to be in the best interests of the town, to allow the 
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town to use and occupy portions of the radio communication 
tower and leased land for the purpose of providing radio 
communications to meet the needs of the town. (Majority 
Vote Required) The Moderator read Article 2 in its entirety 
and called for discussion. The Moderator recognized Jay 
Williams, a non-resident taxpayer who explained why he felt 
the Article should be voted down. The Moderator then rec- 
ognized Fergus Cullen who asked Mr. Williams if he had a 
personal stake in this issue. Mr. Bennett responded by say- 
ing, he is the leaseholder of the site at Bennett Hill known as 
the Bennett Hill Tower. The Moderator stated that in effect 
Mr. Bennett you own the competing tower. A lengthy discus- 
sion followed. The Moderator recognized Suzanne Ryan 
who made an amendment, “to add the common known loca- 
tion or the common name, where it says 46 Filter Bed Road 
by adding commonly known as Poor Farm Hill’. Seconded 
by Mr. Ross. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
proposed amendment and seeing none called for a voice 
vote. The Amendment passed. The Moderator then recog- 
nized Frank Sykes who spoke against Article 2. Further dis- 
cussion followed. The Moderator recognized Victor Drouin 
of Green Mountain Communications who explained the 
process being made by both the Town and his company. A 
motion was made to terminate debate after a long discus- 
sion by the voters. Motion seconded with all in favor. The 
final vote at the September 13, 2005 election was 729 Yes 
and 973 No. Article 2 failed. 

Article 3: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to enter into a long-term lease with 
Green Mountain Realty Corporation, its successors and 
assigns, for a period including any renewal or extensions not 
to exceed thirty (80) years, upon such terms and conditions 
as the Selectmen shall deem to be in the best interests of 
the town. The property to be leased by the Town is a certain 
parcel of town property consisting of three thousand six hun- 
dred (3,600) square feet located on South Main Street and 
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identified by the town as Tax Map 244, Lot 63. The lease 
will allow the installation of radio communication antennas 
on the existing Town water tank on this parcel together with 
associated transmission lines, equipment shelters and the 
like, and will include easements reasonably required to 
implement the proposed use such as easements to provide 
access and utilities to the site of the water tank. (Majority 
Vote Required) The Moderator read Article 3 in its entirety 
and called for discussion. The Moderator recognized Jay 
Williams who spoke against the article. A lengthy discus- 
sion followed. A motion was made to terminate debate and 
seconded. The Moderator called for a voice vote to termi- 
nate debate and the voice vote was in the affirmative. A 
motion to adjourn was made and seconded. The meeting 
adjourned at 11:20 P.M. The final vote on September 13, 
2006 was 762 Yes and 932 No. Article 3 was defeated.

Our responsibility is to 
express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
the significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We 
believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial 
position of the governmental activities, the business-type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund 
information of the Town of Wolfeboro as of December 31, 2004, and the respective changes in financial position and 
cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted 
in the United States of America. 


The management s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information on pages 2 through 9 and 36 are not 
a required part of the basic financial statements but are supplementary information required by accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted 
principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the required 
supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the 
Town of Wolfeboro’ s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund financial statements are presented 
for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements take as a whole.

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MANAGEMENT?’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


Our discussion and analysis of the Town of Wolfeboro’s financial performance 
provides an overview of the Town’s financial activities for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 2004. Please read it in conjunction with the Town’s financial statements, 
which begin on page 10. 


FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


>» For the fiscal year ended December 31, 2004, the Town’s total assets exceeded 
liabilities by $34,883,828, an increase from the prior year of $1,798,813. 


> At the end of the current fiscal year, unreserved fund balance of the general fund 
was $2,200,973. This represents an increase from the close of the prior fiscal year 
of $42,524, or 2%. 


> The total long-term debt of all funds for the Town at the close of the fiscal year 
was $11,456,551. This represents an increase in debt from the close of the prior 
fiscal year of $418,533. The Town exercised $1,183,080 in bonds for water 
system improvements approved at the 2004 annual meeting. The net change is 
impacted by reductions, mainly based on annual payments of outstanding debt. 


> The Town’s proprietary funds (i.e. enterprise funds) had a resulting net income of 
$1,006,677 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 2004. This is an increase in 
net income from the prior fiscal year of $1,110,993. 


> Inthe Town’s proprietary funds, operating revenues increased by $97,743, or 
1.1%, while operating expenses decreased $1,148,956, or 12.5%. 


USING THIS ANNUAL REPORT 


This annual report consists of a series of financial statements. Government-wide 
financial statements provide information about the activities of the Town as a whole, and 
present a longer-term view of the Town’s finances. Fund Financial statements start on 
page 13. For governmental activities, these statements tell how these services were 
financed in the short term as well as what is remaining for future spending. Fund 
financial statements also report the Town’s operations in more detail than the 
government-wide statements by providing information about the Town’s most significant 
funds. The remaining statements provide information about activities for which the Town 


_ acts solely as a trustee or agent for the benefit of those outside the government. 
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REPORTING THE TOWN AS A WHOLE 
Government-wide financial statements 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities are designed to 
provide readers with an overview of the results of the Town’s financial activities in a 
manner similar to private-sector companies. These statements include all assets and 
liabilities using the accrual basis of accounting, thereby reporting all current year revenue 
and expenses regardless of when cash is paid or received. 


These two statements report the Town’s net assets and changes in them. Over 
time, increases or decreases in net assets may serve as one useful indicator of whether the 
financial health of the Town is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities distinguish the Town 
by these activities: 


> Governmental activities — Most of the Town’s basic services are reported 
in this section. They include general government, police, fire, public 
works, culture and recreation, and health and welfare. These activities are 
supported primarily by property taxes, motor vehicle permits, and 
intergovernmental revenues.

Business-type activities — The Town charges a user fee to customers to 
cover all or most of the cost for certain services provided. The water, 
sewer, electric, and ice arena are reported here. 


REPORTING THE TOWN’S MOST SIGNIFICANT FUNDS 
Fund Financial Statements 


The fund financial statements begin on page 13, and provide information on the 
Town’s most significant funds; not the Town as a whole. A fund is a grouping of 
accounts, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The following fund 
types are utilized by the Town. 


>» Governmental Funds: This fund type is used to account for essentially the 
same governmental services as those presented as governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. Unlike the government-wide 
financial statements, these funds are reported using an accounting method 
called modified accrual accounting. This method of accounting measures 
cash and all other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash. 


The governmental fund financial statements provide a short-term view of 
the Town’s general government operations. It is useful to compare this 
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information to similar information on the government-wide financial 
statements to gain a better understanding of the long-term impact of the 
Town’s near term financial decisions. 


>» Proprietary Funds: These funds are more commonly referred to as 
Enterprise Funds. Proprietary funds are presented in the same format as all 
funds are presented in the government-wide financial statements. 


The proprietary funds are the same as the business-type activities in the 
government-wide financial statements, simply in more detail. They 
separate the information for the water, sewer, electric, and ice arena 
operations. 


>» Fiduciary Funds: Fiduciary funds account for assets held by the Town as a 
trustee or agent for individuals, groups, private organizations, or other 
units of government. These funds are not reflected in the government-wide 
financial statements, because these assets are unavailable to finance the 
Town’s operations. 


> Notes to the Financial Statements: The notes to the Financial Statements 
provide additional information that is essential to an overall 
comprehension of the data provided in the government-wide and fund 
financial statements. 


GOVERNMENT-WIDE FINANCIAL ANALYSIS:

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> Investment in Net Assets: The largest portion of the Town’s net assets 
82% reflects its inventory in capital assets such as land, buildings, 
equipment, and infrastructure (roads, bridges, etc.); less any related 
outstanding debt used to acquire those assets. The Town uses these capital 
assets to provide services to the citizens; consequently, those assets are not 
available for future spending. 


> Restricted Net Assets: Approximately 2% of the Town’s net assets 
represent resources that are subject to external restrictions on how they 
may be used. 


>» Unrestricted Net Assets: The Town’s unrestricted net assets may be used 
to meet the Town’s ongoing obligations. At year end, the Town is 


reporting positive balance in all three categories of net assets.

Governmental Activities: Revenues not specifically targeted for an activity are known as 
general revenues. Property taxes make up 69% of the Town’s general revenues. Licenses 
and permits, mainly auto registrations, account for 17% of these revenues. All other 
miscellaneous revenues account for the final 14% of all revenues.

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The largest expenses for the governmental activities were for Public Safety, which 
accounts for 31% of the total. Highways and streets account for 21%, general government 
18%, sanitation 9%, and culture and recreation 11%. 


Expense and Program Revenues — Governmental Activities 
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FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, the Town uses fund accounting to ensure and demonstrate 
compliance with finance related legal requirements. 


> Governmental Funds: The fund financial statements for the Town are provided on 
pages 13 - 22. The focus of the governmental funds is to provide information on 
near-term inflows, outflows, and balance of resources. This information is most 
useful in assessing financing requirements. For example, unreserved fund balance 
may serve as a useful measure of a government’s net resources available at year 
end. 


During the fiscal year, the Town recognized $ 8,877,791 in revenues and 
other financing sources in the General Fund, which is an increase of 3% 
over the prior year. Additionally, the Town utilized $373,936 of 
unreserved fund balance to reduce the tax rate, a decrease of 51% of that 
available from the prior year. 


The Town incurred $9,116,308 in General Fund expenditures during the 
fiscal year, which represents a decrease of 1% from the prior year. 
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Included in the total expenditures are prior year’s encumbrances carried 
forward in the amount of $655,840. 

The Town finished the fiscal year with unreserved undesignated fund 
balance in the amount of $2,200,973, an increase from the prior year of 
2%. 


> Proprietary Funds: Proprietary funds provide the same type of information found 
in the business type activities reported in the government wide financial 
statements, only in more detail. 


The proprietary funds reported an overall net income of 1,006,677 which 
is an increase of $1,110,992 from the prior fiscal year. The main reason is 
net income reported in the Electric Department of $929,528 due to a 
renegotiated purchase power agreement and considerable savings in the 
cost of power. Subsequently, user rates to all customers were reduced to 
reflect the reduced cost of power. 


GENERAL FUND BUDGETARY HIGHLIGHTS 


> The overall Town of Wolfeboro Budget for the year ending December 31, 2004 
was $21,970,751. Of that total, $4,125,612 are special warrant articles, mainly the 
approval of a $3,425,000 bond issue for water system improvements. The balance 
of $17,845,139 represents the Town’s operating budget. 


>» The operating budget is the total of all general fund and proprietary fund 
activities. $ 9,250,281 or 52% of the operating budget is supported by business 
type revenues such as utility fees and user fees. The balance of the budget, 
$8,594,858 or 48% is supported by general fund type revenues such as motor 
vehicle permits, state and federal grants, and property taxes. 


CAPITAL ASSETS AND DEBT ADMINISTRATION 


> Capital Assets: The total investment in capital assets is $ 36,942,608, net of 
depreciation, for both the general and proprietary fund types.

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> Non-Current Liabilities: At the end of the current fiscal year, non-current 
liabilities outstanding were $11,456,551. This includes the long-term portion of 
bonds payable, compensated absences payable, and an estimated amount of 
accrued landfill post closure monitoring. 


ECONOMIC FACTORS AND THE 2005 BUDGET 


New Hampshire Department of Employment Security reported the annual average 
unemployment rate for Carroll County at 3.1%. The State of New Hampshire annual 
average was reported at 3.8% and the National average was reported at 5.5%. 


The Northeast Region Consumer Price Index increased 3.5% in 2004. The National CPI 
for the same period was reported at 2.7%. 


At the 2005 Town Meeting, the legislative body approved total appropriations in the 
amount of $17,116,026. The proposed operating budget was defeated, thereby resulting 
in a default budget of $16,614,606. Warrant articles approved by the legislative body 
were $408,420 for the Friend Street reclamation project, and $93,000 for a sidewalk 
plow.

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Report from Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen has the responsibility to protect 
the health, safety, and welfare of the citizens and to pre- 
serve, maintain, and develop for future growth, the Town’s 
assets, which includes the infrastructure and buildings.

This Board had numerous meetings, hours and hours work- 
ing to prepare the budget, but again in my opinion, there 
was a lack of trust and respect for each other and staff. 
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After twenty years as a member of the Board of 
Selectmen | thank you for your continued support and 
respect. | have enjoyed the years of service, have learned a 
great deal, and have worked with some talented, intelligent, 
and loyal employees. Along the way, I’ve met, listened, and 
talked with many townspeople and | hope this will continue. 

Wolfeboro to me is special because of its people and the 
“fabric” which makes this community. The fabric of this com- 
munity is the caring and the compassion of its people and its 
government. Change can enhance the “fabric” or help to 
destroy this community. It is how you change, what you 
change, and why you change that makes the difference. Do 
you really want to out-source town jobs and departments? 
Do you really want to stop supporting agencies? Are you 
tired of the Libby Museum and the Town Library? If not then 
wake up because the “fabric” of your community is begin- 
ning to shred!

The most important, continuing goal and guide for 
action of the Wolfeboro Planning Board is provided in 


Wolfeboro’s Master Plan Vision Statement: 
Wolfeboro is a community that is the premier quality destination in the 
Lakes Region as a place to live and visit. It is a community that is sensi- 
tive to, and protective of, the environment, particularly its abundant water 
resources; is visually appealing; preserves the qualities of its village and 
rural character; is safe; and provides quality, year-round economic and 
recreational opportunities for people of all ages. Wolfeboro is a regional 
center for tourism, recreation, culture, retirement living, specialized 
healthcare, education and is also a desirable, year-round location for 
retirees, families and households of varying income levels. 


2005 Activities included: 

—Drafting and completing: 

e Updated definition of maximum building height. 

e Clarified the requirement for the accommodation of 
handicap facilities as part of the site review process. 

e Elimination of the Airport Overlay District recognizing the 
closing of Lakes Region Airport — for March, 2006 
Warrant. 

e Providing a density bonus (4 units/acre) for Work Force 
Housing — for the March 2006 Warrant. 

e Updated, by reference, the Town’s building codes to be 
consistent with the State’s building codes. 


—The completion and further refinement of the Town’s first 
Capital Improvement Program. This was accomplished 
by a Planning Board sub-committee made up of: The 
Selectman’s representative to the Planning Board, a 
member of the Planning Board, a representative of the 
Budget Committee and Town staff, namely, the Town 
Manager, the Financial Officer and the Town Planner. 

—The update of the Town’s 1996 Master Plan was begun. 

The updated Transportation chapter was completed as 
was the organization and structure of the 2006 update. 

—A community forum was held on the subject of “Growth in 

the Town of Wolfeboro’. 
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—In 2005 the Planning Board was involved with the follow- 
ing monthly activities: 
29 Application were heard including 
11 site reviews 
4 special use permits 
7 subdivision applications 
2 hearings for cell phone tower applications 
5 boundary line adjustments 
13 continuation hearings relating to the above applications 


2006 activities will include: 

e An update of all chapters of the 1996 Master Plan. 

e A major revision of the Capital Improvement Program to 
include an expansion of the time frame from 6 to 10 
years, expansion of the CIP sub-committee, and the 
inclusion of capital items from the Governor Wentworth 
Regional and capital items from Carroll County. 

e The completion of an Impact Fee Ordinance which will be 
proposed on the March 2007 Warrant.

Planning Department Report 


| am amazed by the dedication of Wolfeboro residents 
who actively participate by serving on Town Boards and 
Committees. These individuals dedicate huge numbers of 
hours serving the community in an effort to protect and 
enhance the Town. This year has placed more work on the 
various boards’ proverbial plates than | am sure most bar- 
gained for. Traffic congestion, limits to the water supply and 
the water distribution system and limits in the sewer treat- 
ment facility continue to create significant challenges for the 
Town’s elected and appointed officials. Recognizing these 
limitations, the Planning Board and Planning Department 
continue to develop strategies to address these issues by 
considering an Interim Growth Management Ordinance to 
implement the update of the Wolfeboro Master Plan without 
overburdening the community. To this end, the Planning 
Board and Staff have proposed a budget and schedule to 
update the Master Plan, revise the Capital Improvements 
Program and draft an Impact Fee Ordinance. In addition, 
Staff has assisted the Planning Board to complete the Build 
Out Analysis to help analyze the potential build out of the 
Town and whether zoning changes are needed to insure that 
proper development occurs. 
The Planning Department has had another busy year with 
a wide range of projects and planning issues. Staff contin- 
ued its technical assistance to the Planning Board, Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, Historic District Commission, 
Conservation Commission and Board of Selectmen. In 
addition, the Planning Department has completed the follow- 
ing activities in 2005: 
¢ Continued as TRAC Project Manager and, working with 
the TRAC Committee, completed the permitting and bid- 
ding process of Phase II of the multi-use pathway from 
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Fernald Station (NH Rte 109) to Cotton Valley. Construction 
is expected in spring of 2006. 
e Provided technical support to the Planning Board for 29 
applications. 
e Served as chairman of the Technical Review Committee. 
e Held public hearings on Minor Site Plan applications. 
e Continued to serve as Driveway Permit Administrator; 
issuing 38 permits in 2005. 
e Continued to serve as Zoning Administrator and issued 
over 18 Zoning decisions. 
e Served as project manager for the permitting and devel- 
opment of the Wolfeboro Business Park. 


Last but not least, | would like to thank Lee Ann Keathley, 
Donna Commerford and Ruth Morse for their continued 
administrative support of the department insuring quality and 
uninterrupted service to the citizens of Wolfeboro.

The Wolfeboro Police Commission had another busy year. 
With a few hurdles to overcome the commission kept 
focused and continued business as usual. The Commission 
was going through the recruitment process to find a new 
Police Chief. The Commission appointed Robert Reid to fill 
the vacancy of resigned Commissioner Ronald Goodgame. 
Bob was going to fill the vacancy until March, he wanted to 
run for the Selectman position. With the input of many 
boards and committees used in the hiring process, the 
Commission offered the Chief of Police position to Brian 
Black. Brian is not a new face to the community and we wish 
him the best in his tour of duty. The Commission also hired 
Stuart Chase, a former chief from Danvers, Massachusetts. 
Stuart Chase was hired to fill the Lieutenants position and is 
the Chiefs executive officer. The Commissioners want to 
thank all of the people who were involved with the hiring 
process.

Another year has drawn to a close which I’m sure many 
would describe as a year of changes and challenges, both 
within our departments and throughout the town. Our year 
began with the Chief's selection process underway and the 
recent appointment of Robert Reid to the Police Commission 
seat vacated by the resignation of Commissioner Ron 
Goodgame. Along with my appointment to the Chief’s posi- 
tion, Stuart Chase joined us this past spring to serve as 
Lieutenant. He has been a tremendous help in our efforts 
toward achieving our goals, and to continuously look toward 
improving our police and dispatch services. 

Also new this past spring was the election of Ben Ladd 
and Curtis Pike to the Police Commission. Both men have 
worked hard getting to know the police and dispatch depart- 
ments, and along with Chairman Joe Melanson, have willing- 
ly shared their experience, insight and thoughts. | value the 
time they give and will always appreciate their Support in our 
effort to provide quality police and communication services. 

Our late spring and summer months were full of chal- 
lenges. Many found it trying to cope with the traffic delays 
created as a result of the road construction projects in vari- _ 
Ous areas of town. Although these inconveniences wore on 
the nerves of many, and impacted a number of businesses, 
it also served to remind some how fortunate we are to live in 
an area where these types of delays on a daily basis are 
unusual, and not something we continually experience. 
Funding for “Traffic Control Officers” in 2005 did allow us to 
hire three seasonal part-time employees to assist with the | 
vehicle and pedestrian traffic flow when possible through the 
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downtown area. Our hope is to continue with, and improve 
on this program in 2006. 

The start of fall brought a new face to the Kingswood 
High School and Middle School. Officer Greg Cooper was 
selected to replace Sgt. Chris Keaton as the School 
Resource Officer. Sgt. Keaton has “retired” from those 
duties and has assumed the role of department prosecutor 
while the search for a permanent part-time prosecutor 
continues. SRO Cooper has adjusted well to his new posi- 
tion, and continues to provide a vital service to the schools 
and the youth of our community. 

Throughout the year officers have attended training cover- 
ing a wide range of topics including firearms, Forensic 
Interviewing, Instructor Certification and others. Also of 
note was Officer Scott Todesco’s attendance at a school 
which will ultimately lead to his certification as a Drug 
Recognition Expert. Services of a “DRE” are commonly 
used to evaluate a driver who may be impaired by a sub- 
stance other than alcohol. 

In closing, it is my hope that 2006 will provide us the 
opportunity to build on the successes of current programs 
and to explore new ways to improve the services we pro- 
vide. | would also like to offer my sincere thanks to the dedi- 
cated men and women of the Wolfeboro Police and Central 
Dispatch Departments who have worked toward serving the 
needs of this community, and also to those in the community 
who have worked toward supporting our efforts.

The members of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department 
have completed another year of service to the taxpayers, 
residents and their guests. 


We have had the busiest year of all time with 1164 calls.

We have been busy this year with many projects that will 
enhance our capabilities and help us to provide a better level 
of service to the residents and visitors to the community. 

Grant funding was obtained to purchase a source capture 
vehicle exhaust system. This system will automatically vent — 
the diesel exhaust from our apparatus to the outside any- 
time the vehicle is started. This will enhance the quality of — 
the air at the Public Safety Building removing toxic and car- 
cinogenic gases to the outside and ensuring a safer environ- _ 
ment for our many visitors and staff. The replacement of all 
mobile radios in the apparatus has been completed. The | 
state of the art digital equipment was obtained under a fed- 
eral grant program and will enhance our interoperability with 
other departments and agencies within the state in the event 
of a terrorist or other major event. 

We eagerly await the arrival of the new fireboat. The cur- _ 
rent boat has been in need of replacement for some time | 
and with the support of the voters putting aside money for | 
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several years we were able to order a new fireboat and 
expect delivery during the Spring of 2006 enhancing both 
fire and medical capabilities for residents and visitors that 
enjoy Lake Winnipesaukee. 

Department members provided many hours of public edu- 
cation including Fire Prevention Week programs in the 
schools, fire extinguisher training, CPR classes, hazards in 
the home, fire safety, baby-sitters program and presenta- 
tions to many community groups and local businesses. 

The Fire Prevention Division has dealt with many issues 
again this year so that our community will be as safe as pos- 
sible. The Division administered numerous permits and 
conducted many inspections, commercial and residential, 
during 2005. We must enforce all fire and life safety codes to 
insure the safety of all our residents and our guests. Many 
more lives are saved through fire prevention efforts than 
have been rescued from a burning building. 

The 11 Career and 12 Call Fire-Rescue Department mem- 
bers attended 1036 hours of in house training during 2005. 
Department members also attended 789 hours of outside 
training. Training topics included instructor development, 
firefighter certifications, fire officer certification, technical res- 
cue certifications, vehicle extrication, Emergency Medical 
Technician certification and re-certification, infection control, 
hazardous material decontamination, building/fire code sem- 
inars, responding to terrorist attack, incident management 
and control, and fire fighter safety and survival. 

Currently fourteen members are certified in both firefight- 
ing and EMS. Six members are firefighter certified only and 
two members are EMS certified only.

As our apparatus continues to 
age, and our incidents continue to increase the maintenance 
requirements amplify. 

This year saw the retirement of several call department 
members due to the increased demands of their family and 
careers. The commitment of membership is immense, the 
continued training requirements and activity levels continue 
to impact the lives of our members and many find that the 
requirements of family and work do not allow enough hours 
to fulfill their membership. | would like to wish them well in 
their retirement and thank them for their dedication, and 
unselfish commitment to the Town of Wolfeboro.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help 
us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department 
or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued 
by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. 
This period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in 
several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small and saving several 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban 
interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
2005 Annual Report 


This year, the Wolfeboro Conservation Commission once 
again responded to the environmental concerns of 
Wolfeboro’s citizens. 

The commission received and reviewed 37 Dredge & Fill 
applications from the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services (NHDES). Recommendations 
and reports were prepared for the Wetlands Bureau for each 
of these applications. Site reviews were conducted on the 
majority of the applications. Much of the remainder of our 
time was involved in reviewing two new subdivision applica- 
tions for Marshfield Realty Trust and Casco, LLC. Both 
applications triggered the Compensatory Mitigation Rules of 
NHDES, involving a number of site visits, plan reviews and 
public hearings. Other applications included docks and 
dock repair, breakwaters, boat ramps, boathouses, beaches, 
retaining walls, culverts, new structures, and the dredging 
and filling of wetlands among other issues. We also 
reviewed 8 Special Use Permit applications for the 
Wolfeboro Planning Board for which reports and recommen- 
dations were prepared for the Wolfeboro Planning Board, 
Town Planner. Of the 45 total reviews, 8 were not recom- — 
mended for approval and 37 were forwarded without objec- 
tion. The number of applications reviewed represents a sig- 
nificant decline from 72 in 2004 and 67 in 2008. 

We also responded to several citizen inquires into poten- 
tial wetland violations, and we conducted inspections, 
reviews, reports and recommendations to NH DES following 
these inquiries. 

We have also continued to manage Town owned proper- 
ties with conservation easements, and worked with 
landowners wishing assistance placing easements on their 
property. Strategic planning culminated in our developing a 
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list of criteria and values to consider when reviewing poten- 
tial properties worth protecting. The previously mentioned 
Compensatory Mitigation Rules provide options for creation, 
restoration or protection of wetlands and uplands in the 
event of unavoidable wetland filling. By establishing priori- 
ties for land purchases and compensatory mitigation pro- 
jects, we feel as if we may be able to best protect 
Wolfeboro’s interests. We have begun to analyze 
Wolfeboro’s designated prime wetlands to determine the 
completeness of the list and whether other wetlands are 
appropriate for inclusion as prime wetlands. Finally, we are 
in the initial stage, in conjunction with the Planning Board, of 
revamping our Town wetland ordinance to better define set- 
backs and buffers to enhance wetland protection in the 
community. 

Thanks to Commission members for their interest, Support 
and commitment to protecting Wolfeboro’s environment and 
keeping it a special place to live. Thanks to our former 
Chairman, Bill Rae for his input and sage advice. Thanks 
also to Town Planner, Rob Houseman for his support, knowl- 
edge and advice, to our secretary Leeann Keathley for her 
hard work and commitment, and to the other Town staff for 
their assistance.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


This past year was the beginning of a period of change 
and new challenges. Although the department was subject- 
ed to division shifts, our projects were intense and across 
various boundaries. Numerous projects were carried over 
for a two season construction period. The final completion 
of the Whitten Neck Bridge produced a worthwhile facility. It 
appears 99% of the concerns were resolved and operations 
Surrounding the construction zone are back to normal. The 
state was most pleased with the project particularly the 
installation of an environmental drainage treatment box. 
Finally, North Main Street — Route 109 project received the 
asphalt overlay. Several citizen drainage issues were 
addressed and improved by state district office. Although 
Sewall Road was mainly a water line job, this department 
participated in many allied issues and concerns, The joint 
Green Street/drainage contract was an excellent example of 
cooperative work with our neighbor Brewster Academy. Not 
only was the road reconstruction completed, but also key 
drainage was vastly improved. Both parties contributed to 
the costs and reaped the benefits. Although the scope of 
work for Friend Street was small in nature, the engineering 
challenges for DPW and the Water Department were 
demanding and somewhat frustrating. New compatibility 
standards were established for placing a road, waterline, 
drainage, walls, and construction procedures within a thirty- 
three foot right-of-way. The project was completed, but 
numerous fiscal constraints shadowed the good efforts of 
the contractor. 

Because of the “default budget,” this department was 
adversely effected with our roadwork improvements. No 
heavy maintenance contracts were awarded. This budget 
action set the department's objectives back several years. 
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The shimming, chip seals, and overlays were relocated to 
future years. 

In late August/September the Town roads were inundated 
by rain and flooding. The direct impact of one storm 
knocked out the Bay Street culverts. Again, Doug Lemery & 
his crew, including new member Jeremy Santulli responded 
to this emergency situation in noteworthy fashion. In addi- 
tion this department was successful in the implementation of 
a temporary fix by replacing the old structures. It is pertinent 
that this site have a permanent repair, including the installa- 
tion of a new sewer line. 

At the Solid Waste Facility Adam Tasker & his crew contin- 
ued with their outstanding effort to maintain operations and to 
supervise contracts. In the past years their recycling efforts 
have progressively increased Town revenues. Adam, Art, 
Steve, Eric & Rob have kept a positive attitude, particularly 
toward current trends and updated training. The Town’s 
Household Hazardous Waste Site under the guidance of 
Sarah Silk is an example for other New Hampshire operations. 

Jim Champagne and Jim Butler, the Town’s mechanics, 
strive to do their best for the Town’s diversified fleet. Their 
willingness to help & assist all departments is an exceptional 
credit to their service. 

In the new organization Marie Watson has taken on addi- 
tional responsibilities. Her approach to the public’s concerns 
has always been critical to this department’s success. 

This past year has afforded me the opportunity to reflect 
upon my tenure as Wolfeboro’s Director of public works. It 
is now time for me to start a new phase of my life. As of 
March 24, 2006, | will complete my professional duties as 
your representative in this wonderful and challenging profes- 
sion. Many good citizens have been part of this journey. 
Particularly | would like to thank Allen Stevens, Shirley 
Ganem, Paul Skowron, Howie Bean, David Booth, John

The Department of Water and Sewer Utilities was estab- 
lished January 3, 2005. It is made of three divisions; Water 
Treatment, Water and Sewer, and Wastewater Treatment. 
In an effort to provide a more focused approach in address- 
ing the Town’s water and sewer issues. 

Water - The Town has hired Wright-Pierce Engineers to 
evaluate the water supply, storage, treatment and distribu- 
tion process. This evaluation is being done so that the 
water supply and distribution system can meet the changing 
state and federal regulations. 

Phase one of the South Main Street water tank rehabilita- 
tion was completed in the summer of 2005. The Town’s 
contractor cleaned, repaired and painted both the inside and 
outside of the tank. This action was taken to preserve and 
protect this municipal asset. Phase two consists of installing 
pumps to be able to circulate the water in the tank thereby 
improving the quality of the water and is expected to be 
completed in the spring and summer of 2006. The result will 
enhance the Town’s fire flow protection in the South 
Wolfeboro portion of town. 

Thankfully the construction on the Center Street water line 
was mostly completed in 2005. The remainder of the work 
to be done this spring is cleanup that will be outside the trav- 
el way. Positive efforts of the new line are being observed in 
the water system. | wish to thank everyone for their 
patience and understanding while this project was under 
construction. 

Wastewater - The Town has completed the process of 
choosing a new engineering firm to help the Town evaluate 
and design the upgrades needed at the wastewater 
plant. Wright-Pierce Engineers was chosen as 
the new firm and is currently evaluating the best 
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approach to upgrade the facility, including effluent dis- 
posal. The goal of this arrangement is to develop, short, 
medium, and long term solutions to the Town’s wastewater 
collection, treatment and disposal problems. 

After 20 years of service to the Town, Larry Davis of the 
Water and Sewer staff retired this December. We wish him 
the best. 

| would also like to thank the staff of this and other depart- 
ments that have helped achieve the goals needed to serve 
the people of Wolfeboro.

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LAKES REGION HOUSEHOLD 
HAZARDOUS PRODUCT FACILITY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The 2005 season for the LRHHPF offered 6 days of safe, 
convenient, environmentally sound disposal of common 
household hazardous waste on the 3rd Saturday of the 
month May through October 8:30-noon. The third full season 
of collections at 404 Beach Pond Rd, Wolfeboro experi- 
enced 4 rainy collections, including October when 82 house- 
holds braved Hurricane Rita rain 

As member towns, Wolfeboro increased attendance from 
the previous year’s total of 308 to 338 HH, and Alton dipped 
slightly from 140 to 121 HH. Households in member towns 
pick up a free pass from their solid waste facility. The pass is 
collected as a brief survey is completed. Non-member 
households must pay a fee to cover disposal costs. A total 
of 22 non-member HH attended the Facility. The overall 
number of households was 481, two more than 2004. 
Attendance was up 9% by September, with 3 of the 5 collec- 
tion days experiencing rain. October’s attendance was down 
28% directly attributed to the stormy conditions and flooded 
intersections. 

To participate again, or for the first time, in 2006 note the 
following collection dates: May 20, June 17, July 15, August 
19, September 16, and October 21. Place household haz- 
ardous wastes in their original containers inside a sturdy 
cardboard box prior to loading them into your trunk. Glass 
containers can be cushioned with crumpled newspaper to 
prevent breakage. The entrance to the facility is marked with 
2 sunny yellow A-frame signs at the bottom of the hill by the 
Wolfeboro Solid Waste Facility. 

Thank you to those that have attended for protecting your 
family’s health, and your community’s resources, by properly 
disposing of these toxic, flammable, or corrosive products. 
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You have simultaneously greatly reduced the risk of injury 
and death for those that provide services at the solid waste 
facility by removing that 1% from the solid waste stream that 
causes 90% of the problems. The communities in the Lakes 
Region have prioritized safe disposal of HHW for two 
decades. The Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product 
Facility is proud to assist the region in realizing this goal 
toward the next quarter century. A heart-felt thank you to the 
Alton and Wolfeboro Conservation Commission volunteers 
who faithfully assisted in soggy conditions so that those 
attending could be processed in a timely manner.

It is extra funds for those who already 
used their fuel up, but it depends on income or if you are 
disabled or not. Please do not go cold. There are enough 
people out there that will send you in the right direction or 
provide a contact person to get help. We have a food pantry. 
Anybody can sign up and get food each week. Call Nancy at 
569-0202 if you cannot make the hours that the food pantry 
is open. Call Nancy to make arrangements to pick up. The 
food pantry is open every Wednesday from 10:00 AM — 
12:00 Noon and again from 4:00 PM — 6:00 PM. If you can- 
not get in touch with the food pantry call the welfare office 
and talk with Sue Benson at 569-8151. Her hours are 
Monday through Friday 8:00 AM — 12:00 Noon. If it is after 
hours and you have an emergency call the Wolfeboro Police 
Department and they will get in touch with me. Housing 
availability has been improving. We’ve been sending a lot of 
our clients to the N.H. Housing Programs. The clients that 
been having trouble paying their rent, for which we have a 
$500 cap, can be on a waiting list for the housing program 
which pays 80% of their rent. If any person is not working 
and needs assistance with rent they will be put on a work 
program until the money is paid back. If they need more 
than $500 | usually ask Tom Bickford that runs the Mary 
Martin Fund, but not everybody qualifies. With the help of 
the Salvation Army vouchers have been provided for client’s 
medications. But | insist the clients that need help with their 
medications fill out the paperwork with Terri Hooper at 
Huggins Hospital and she will help you. If a person that does 
not have insurance to help with medications we have a new 
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program, with the Department of Human Services called 
MEAA. It’s an insurance that will help those that cannot 
afford it. Please get in touch with the Department of Human 
Services.

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2005 Report of the Director 
for Parks and Recreation 


The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation has a 
long list of friends and supporters to thank for all of the suc- 
cesses that we celebrate each year.

The five league soccer teams made Wolfeboro history this 
fall when they were the first teams to play at the Nick. The 
expanded league hosted a soccer jamboree and the Carroll 
County Tournament. The Nick fields are gorgeous and the 
volunteers and contributors should be commended for their 
gift to the community. 

In 2005, the Abenaki Ski Area was open for 32 skier days 
during a 9-week period and saw nearly 1000 skier visits. 
Winter Carnival events were held with a great showing at the 
ski races and big air competitions, as well as the Annual 
Abenaki Winter Triathlon, Family Day Cross Country Ski 
Races, Skating Races and Hockey Skills, a Chili Cook Off, 
the American Legion Skating Party, a bon fire, the 
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Winterpalooza Dance and Costume party and a beautiful full 
moon xc ski tour. 

At the Pop Whalen Arena, the banner sponsorship pro- 
gram continues to assist in keeping ice rates low, and once 
again this year the ice surface was painted and Miller Auto 
sponsored the center ice logo. The following community

Spring Special Events also includ- 
ed Bike to Work/School Day and the Third Annual Girls and 
Women in Sports Day. | am continually amazed at the gen- 
erosity of Brewster Academy especially for our Annual 
Fourth of July Fireworks display on their property. George 
Knight, Mark DeWolfe, and their crew were very accommo- 
dating both leading up to and on the holiday itself. 
Thousands of residents and guests enjoyed the display from 
the Brewster grounds and throughout the community. 

Spring and summer program notes include a continued 
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interest in the co-ed adult softball program. Spring numbers 
in t-ball dropped slightly in 2004 and again in 2005 due to 
the competition of instructional baseball programs. Pee 
Wee and league softball each saw modest increases over 
last year. Once again, the teen community sailing programs 
were expanded in cooperation with the NH Boat Museum 
and Free Sail Fridays allowed graduates of the program to 
check out sail boats from Albee Beach. 


PARKS AND PROJECTS 

The Department is still seeking a permanent home for the 
Wolfeboro Skatepark. We are considering a cooperative 
arrangement with the Nick or trying to put it at the Foss Field 
Complex. Currently the park is set up seasonally at the Pop 
Whalen Arena with the great help of Darryl Hayden and Tim 
Moore of the Wolfeboro Corinthian Yacht Club. 
Disassembling the ramps is causing some damage and we 
are hopeful that we will have a permanent home for the park 
this spring. 

Diligent volunteers from the Wolfeboro Historic Society 
under the direction of Ed Roundy dedicated themselves to 
the clapboard restoration project at the Historic Clark House. 
The volunteers saved the town thousands of dollars. The 
volunteers created a jig to authentically feather the boards, 
prime the clapboards, installed them and completed a con- 
siderable amount of window restoration work this summer. 
Work will continue in 2006 to include further window restora- 
tion and the repair of the “rodent damage” as well as paint- 
ing the Pleasant Valley School House and working on the 
windows there. 

The Brewster Beach Parking Lot project was completed 
last summer and the parking lot was filled beyond capacity 
on most beach days. In a great disappointment, the picnic 
tables that were stolen from the Albee Beach last spring 
were never recovered. 

Full time and seasonal staff continue to shine throughout 
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the year within the department and each of them should be 
commended for their hard work and dedication. As always, 
we could not do all that we do without the support of the 
community, the generosity of our sponsors and the hundreds 
of volunteers who step up to help each season.

Wolfeboro having been named Tree City U.S.A. for the 
23” year, by the National Arbor Day Foundation points out to 
all its town residents and visitors the world of difference that 
trees make. Arbor Day Observance was held May 13" this 
year and again Crescent Lake School’s fifth grade class, 
Mrs. Ann Corson’s, attended and took part in the ceremony 
and planting an American (hybrid) Chestnut Tree, courtesy 
of Bartlett Tree. 

The Town of Wolfeboro along with the Parks and 
Recreation Department carried out an integrated pest man- 
agement and health care program to properly maintain the 
trees and plant materials at its various locations, Clark Park, 
Cate Park, the Public Library, Libby Museum, as well as a 
tree removal or plantings where needed. The Municipal 
Electric Department over the past few years as well as this 
year has been reclaiming its electric right-of-ways. A big 
thanks and appreciation to Municipal Electric Department 
crews.

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Report of 
Trustees of the Trust Funds 


In 2005, the Trustees continued to administer the Trust 
Funds with the goal of using the income from the invest- 
ments for the greater good of our community. 

Funds were allocated to the TRAC organization, from the 
Martin Road Fund for the Fernald Station upgrade, to 
Kingswood Regional High School students for College 
Scholarships from 5 different Scholarship funds, mainte- 
nance of cemeteries, and to the Parks and Recreation 
Department from the Cate/Smith fund for beautification of 
Cate Park. In addition, continued support was given to 
Friends of the Bandstand, Meals of Wheels and the Food 
Pantry. Expenditures for the year totaled $29,607.87. 

During the year the Trustees were in contact with several 
key community representatives to get input regarding Trust 
Fund Expenditures. Lara Crane, Guidance Counselor from 
KRHS worked with the Trustees regarding the awarding of 
Scholarships and Sue Glenn, Director of Parks and 
Recreation met with the Trustees to present a proposal for 
landscaping plans for Cate Park. 

The Trustees are committed to insuring the sound invest- 
ment of all Trust Funds. Following are statements of income, 
expenditures and investments of the trust funds adminis- 
tered by the Trustees of the Trust Funds for the Town of 
Wolfeboro for the fiscal year ended December 31, 2005.

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Report of the Library Director 


Work continued in 2005 to improve the library facility. The 
stage in the meeting room was removed and new carpeting 
installed. A number of lighting fixtures in the clerestory, 
which were original to the building and no longer functioning, 
were replaced. One major roof leak was repaired while a 
second leak will be fixed in the spring of 2006. 

A new library website was created to better utilize the web 
based environment that has developed since the library’s 
first website was launched back in the mid-90s. In the meet- 
ing room the projection system that the library had long used 
to show movies failed beyond repair. A new projection sys- 
tem that can be used with videos, DVDs or computers was 
installed in the meeting room. 

Efficiency of library operations was improved when the 
process for adding items to the library collection was 
streamlined. This eliminated a long-term backlog of approxi- 
mately 150 items and cleared shelves that can now be used 
for another purpose. Additionally the music CD collection 
was re-cataloged to make items easier to locate. 

The library presented 204 programs in 2005. These 
included book discussions, story-time programs, movies for 
all ages, author presentations, a magician and the Summer 
Reading Program. This year the Children’s Librarian, 
Barbara Widmer, developed a new Summer Reading 
Program with additional incentives to encourage reading 
during the summer. She estimates that the children read 
about 70,000 minutes during this summer’s program. And in 
August over 7,700 people visited the library — the highest 
monthly total the library has ever had. 

The Friends of the Library supported the library’s efforts 
with donations of two computers, a set of children’s refer- 
ence books, the reupholstering of 24 chairs and stools, 
passes to area attractions and museums, licensing for public 
performance rights so the library can show movies, and all 
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of the materials for the Summer Reading Program. They 
also funded four programs planned by the library and pre- 


sented three others themselves. 


The library staff and the Board of Trustees continue to 
work to accomplish our many goals for improving the library 


and its services.

WOLFEBORO PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF TRUSTEES - 2005 


The Wolfeboro Public Library Board of Trustees has four 
standing committees: Finance, Human Resources, 
Development and Facilities. Much of the work of the Board 
is developed through these committees. The Board and its 
committees had another productive year. 

Finance Committee: The financial vehicles and goals 
for the Building, Endowment and Library Materials Funds, 
established in 2004 and the beginning of 2005, were fine- 
tuned. Work continues on an investment policy. 

Human Resources Committee: A new salary program 
was implemented in 2005 and will be phased in over a 
three-year period. A new employee evaluation form was 
developed and implemented to support merit-based perfor- 
mance review. The Personnel Policies Manual has been 
completed after incorporating suggested changes to ensure 
the policies are in accordance with current law. Board 
approval and implementation are anticipated for early 2006. 

Development Committee: The Third Annual Perennial 
Sale (September) was held. The Second Ice Cream Social 
(June) was held as a “thank you” to the community for its 
Support of the Library. These events are developed as 
joint projects with the Friends of the Wolfeboro Public 
Library and supported by many community businesses and 
organizations. 

Facilities Committee: The Meeting Room stage was 
removed and the entire room re-carpeted. A new projector 
with Power Point capabilities was installed. 

To address the future needs of the Library, the Board 
commissioned feasibility and engineering studies to ascer- 
tain the possibilities and limitations of the current site and 
building. A Building Committee, a subcommittee of the 
Facilities Committee, has been formed to begin an assess- 
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ment and planning process. In the spring, the Board will go 
through a visioning process that will form the basis for fur- 
ther planning for library services, programming and space 
utilization. 

The Trustees would like to thank the Library Director and 
Staff for their professional support and their continuing com- 
mitment to premier customer service.
